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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Richard Michaud on April 18, 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the claims: 

Claims 1 2-1 9 have been amended to depend from claim 1 1 . Thus, in line 1 of the 
respective claims 12-19, cancel "claim 1"and add -claim 11-. 

Claim 20 has been corrected to depend from claim 14. Thus, in line 1 of claim 20, 
cancel "claim 4" and add -claim 14-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 11-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The above claims are allowed because the prior art fails to disclose or render 
obvious a flow directing insert for a reactor chamber in a reactor, wherein the insert 
comprises a plurality of units arranged in rows, the units cooperating with walls defined 
by the chamber to form a channel for a fluid, the channel extending from a first side of 
the chamber to a second side of the chamber and back again to the first side back and 
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forth a number of times, and wherein the units are arranged such that the fluid is forced 
to flow therebetween in a serpentine path. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Maus (US 6,534,021 ) discloses a flow directing insert (1 9) 
comprising a plurality of units arranged in rows for guiding fluid flow. Skala et al. (US 
6,132,689) disclose a multi-stage reactor comprising at least two discrete segments, 
and each separated from the next by a mixing chamber, causing fluid passing through 
the multi-stage reactor to move in a serpentine path.
